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From  the  President  of  the  College 
to  the  Alumnae 

Senior  Dinner — June  4,  1928 


FTER  Miss  Glass  had  expressed  pleasure  at  having  back  in 
college  the  Alumnae  who  had  returned  for  Commencement 
and  indicated  how  real  and  large  a  part  the  Alumnae  play  in 
any  commencement  time  she  naturally  turned  to  their  inspiring  and 
creditable  part  in  the  Campaign.  She  told  the  graduates  of  1928, 
who  were  feeling  a  bit  sad  at  going  out  in  the  "wide,  wide  world," 
that  they  could  find  no  better  year  for  joining  the  Alumna?  because 
the  Alumnae  were  in  high  favor.  They  had  shown  themselves  able  to 
carry  through  a  piece  of  work  that  demanded  insight,  sound  judg- 
ment, unremitting  effort  and  unselfishness.  Not  only  have  Miss 
Banister,  as  Campaign  Chairman,  and  Miss  Norris,  the  Secretary 
and,  so  to  speak,  the  universal  joint  of  the  association,  and  the  field 
directors,  Misses  Lee,  Taylor  and  Blount  done  fine  work,  but  area 
chairmen  and  city  chairmen  and  Alumnae  with  no  titles  at  all  had 
put  themselves  behind  the  task  and  seen  it  done.  One  hundred  and 
four  thousand  dollars  over  the  goal  with  a  margin  of  four  thousand ! 
is  a  gift  to  be  proud  of  and  the  college  is  proud  of  its  own  daughters 
for  giving  it.  More  than  this — they  have  given  their  money  for  En- 
dowment and  that  shows  that  their  own  education  has  opened  their 
eyes  in  the  right  direction.  Endowment  is  a  less  showy  gift  than 
some  others  but  nothing  can  exceed  it  in  value  and  every  hundred 
thousand  dollars  that  Sweet  Briar  climbs  toward  her  million  and  a 
half  endowment  makes  of  her  more  nearly  what  her  daughters  wish 
her  to  be. 

Miss  Glass  expressed  no  less  appreciation  of  the  spirit,  intelligent 
interest  and  the  effective  hard  work  of  the  alumnae  than  of  their 
gift.  Her  own  visits  to  Sweet  Briar  women  in  the  cities  of  the 
country  had  made  her  know  the  Alumnae  in  one  year  as  she  might  have 
hoped  to  do  only  in  the  casual  meetings  of  five  years.  She  deems 
them  numerous,  mature  and  interested  enough  to  play  such  a  part  in 
the  development  of  Sweet  Briar  as  they  have  never  had,  and  she  spoke 
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of  the  active  organization  that  she  felt  sure  would  continue  among  them. 
The  growth  and  demonstrated  workableness  of  their  own  organiza- 
tion argues  well  for  the  future.  The  maintenance  of  an  active  alumna? 
office  with  their  own  Secretary  is  worth  the  generous  support  of  the 
whole  association.  The  funds  expended  there  are  at  interest  at  more 
than  six  per  cent  for  the  profit  of  the  college.  The  Campaign  experts 
expressed  admiration  for  the  excellent  association  of  so  young  a  college 
and  said  they  could  not  have  done  in  the  professional  capacity  with- 
out the  organization  a  small  part  of  what  the  Alumnae  did  do.  Let 
no  Alumna?  doubt  that  in  supporting  the  central  office  she  is  giving  to 
the  college. 

Shortly  the  Alumna?  will  be  ready  for  representation  on  the  Board 
of  Overseers.  Surely  they  could,  within  a  year  or  two  at  least,  elect 
among  them  women  who  would  inform  themselves  of  the  outstanding 
active  ties  in  the  educational  world,  more  specifically  in  the  college 
world,  and  especially  about  the  problems  of  Sweet  Briar  and  bring  to 
their  solution  along  with  accurate  knowledge  and  interest  and  devotion 
that  would  be  of  large  value  in  the  administration  of  the  college. 
No  perfunctory  name  service  from  such  Alumna?  as  Sweet  Briar  has, 
but  intelligent  hard  work  in  their  way  of  going  at  it.  Miss  Glass  looks 
forward  eagerly  to  the  day  when  the  Board  has  such  Alumna?  members.

Margaret  Banister  Speaks  to  the 
Graduates 

June  4,  1928 

^HIS  dinner  is  given  by  the  Alumnae  Association  to  this  year's 
outgoing  seniors,  and  incoming  alumnae,  so  what  I  have  to 
say  tonight  is  directed  toward  them.  There  is  something  I 
should  like  to  say  if  I  knew  how,  an  idea  I  should  like  to  convey,  and 
though  I  don't  know  how  to  do  it  very  well,  I  am  going  to  try  just 
the  same. 

The  idea  is  simply  this — that  though  the  material,  tangible  part  of 
college  will  be  completely  over  for  you  after  tomorrow,  the  intangible 
parts,  the  things  for  which  presumably  you  came  to  college,  will  just 
be  beginning.  Sweet  Briar  itself,  the  life  you  lead  here,  the  casual 
comradeships,  the  close  companionship  with  your  friends — closer  I 
think  than  you  will  ever  be  able  to  find  again — the  classroom  contacts 
and  mental  stimulation,  all  these  things  will  be  gone,  but  if  they  have 
any  value  for  you,  if  they  are  worth  being  mourned  for  now,  they 
will  leave  behind  in  your  consciousness  something  that  will  go  through 
life  with  you  and  be  almost  as  much  a  part  of  you  as  your  actual 
life  here  at  Sweet  Briar  has  been  for  the  last  four  years.  I  don't 
just  mean  that  you  will  always  have  the  memory  of  them.  I  mean 
that  if  college  has  done  you  any  good,  if  Sweet  Briar  has  really 
meant  something  to  you,  the  things  you  have  done  here,  the  people 
you  have  known,  the  things  you  have  learned,  will  have  done  a  great 
deal  toward  making  you  the  kind  of  persons  you  are,  they  will 
constitute  a  large  part  of  your  inner  furnishing,  and  you  will  find 
that  they  will  be  with  you  constantly.  If  however,  Sweet  Briar  has 
been  simply  a  pleasant  experience,  if  it  has  not  sunk  into  you  and 
become  a  part  of  you,  if  the  feeling  you  have  for  the  friends  you  have 
made  here  is  simply  the  feeling  you  should  have  for  any  nice  people 
your  own  age  with  whom  you  are  associated,  and  not  something  special 
created  by  and  closely  bound  up  with  Sweet  Briar — then  you  have 
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every  reason  to  be  low  in  yonr  minds  over  graduating,  because  I 
think  that  in  a  little  while  there  will  be  nothing  left  of  these  years 
here. 

I  am  very  much  interested  in  this  point,  because  as  well  as  I  can 
make  out  it  is  the  thing  that  will  determine  the  kind  of  Alumna?  you 
will  be.  The  Campaign  this  year  has  taught  us  a  great  deal  about 
Alumna?,  and  one  of  the  things  we  have  learned  is  that  all  Alumna? 
may  be  divided  into  two  parts — those  who  will  and  those  who  won't. 
But  that  I  don't  mean  necessarily  those  who  will  or  will  not  give 
money— or  even  entirely  those  who  will  or  will  not  work, — I  mean 
rather  those  who  have  a  positive,  or  affirmative  attitude,  and  those 
who  have  a  negative  attitude  toward  this  whole  matter  of  being 
Sweet  Briar  alumna?. 

Tonight  I  am  filled  with  the  pious  hope  that  the  Class  of  '28  is 
going  to  produce  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  positive  Alumnae — 
the  wills  and  not  the  won'ts.  There  is,  however,  no  way  in  the  world 
of  telling  whether  you  will  or  not.  Sitting  here  tonight,  I  imagine 
that  most  of  you  think  you  will — I  should  have  very  little  opinion 
of  you  if  you  didn't  feel  that  way  the  night  before  you  graduate — 
but  from  the  unlimited  fund  of  information  concerning  Alumna?  that 
I  have  acquired  during  this  campaign  I  say  with  great  feeling  that 
there  is  no  telling  what  a  few  years  may  do  to  you.  Neither  a  girl's 
prominence  while  in  college,  nor  her  apparent  affection  for  Sweet 
Briar,  nor  her  previous  record,  not  the  kind  of  person  you  thought 
she  was,  seems  to  have  anything  to  do  with  whether  she  becomes  a 
positive  or  negative  Alumna.  At  first  I  thought  the  matter  was 
governed  by  unknown  forces,  one  of  the  cosmic  mysteries  which  there 
was  no  use  trying  to  solve.  After  much  pondering,  however,  I  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  simply  a  question  of  the  individual 
girl's  ability  to  realize  and  understand  and  keep  alive  the  intangible 
things  that  Sweet  Briar  has  given  you.  You  will  probably  forget 
most  of  the  concrete  facts  you  have  learned  here — you  will  be  more 
or  less  scattered  and  you  will  probably  not  see  each  other  as  often  as 
you  are  now  planning  to — and  you'll  be  surprised  to  find  how  little 
that  will  change  your  feeling  for  each  other — and  there  will  perhaps 
be  some  of  you  who  will  think  that  because  of  these  things  Sweet 
Briar  has  gone  out  of  your  lives.    But  I  am  hoping  that  there  will  be 
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a  great  many  more  who  will  know  that  it  has  not — that  you  can't 
lose  either  Sweet  Briar  or  your  friends  unless  you  yourself  let  them 
go.  They  will  be  the  ones  who  will  stand  by  when  Sweet  Briar  asks 
for  help  in  the  future. 

I  am  very  glad  indeed  to  welcome  the  Class  of  1928  into  the 
Alumna?  Association,  and  I  don't  want  to  turn  that  welcome  into  a 
lecture  on  your  duties  as  Alumnae.  I  don't  want  to  appeal  to  a  sense 
of  duty — I  haven't  a  great  deal  of  opinion  of  a  sense  of  duty  or  a 
great  deal  of  admiration  for  things  which  are  maintained  solely 
by  duty — which  is  probably  an  immoral  statement  which  I  have  no 
business  making.  But  loyalty — a  realization  of  what  Sweet  Briar 
has  been  to  you,  a  sense  of  fair  play  and  a  real  and  lasting  affection 
for  the  college  and  for  your  friends  here — these  are  the  things  I 
should  like  to  see  the  Alumnae  Association  build  on  for  the  future 
of  Sweet  Briar,  and  these  are  the  things  I  hope  the  Class  of  1928 
has.  Assuming  that  you  have  them — and  I  frankly  admit  that  I  am 
a  cynic  and  a  skeptic  and  you'll  have  to  show  me — we  expect  you  all 
to  be  the  will  kind  of  alumna?,  and  are  doubly  glad  to  welcome  you. 

Becently  I  have  been  back  to  Sweet  Briar  frequently,  but  before  I 
began  on  this  alumnae  work  I  had  not  been  back  but  once  in  ten 
years — so  I  have  had  plenty  of  opportunity  to  observe  the  college 
after  a  long  absence,  and  this  is  what  I  have  found — the  student 
body  changes,  our  faculty  changes,  our  presidents  change,  our  Board 
of  Overseers  change,  but  Sweet  Briar  does  not  change.  Sweet  Briar 
has  that  rare  possession,  in  a  person  or  a  place,  a  personality,  and  the 
personality  is  stronger  than  any  of  the  changes.  Eemember  that. 
Remember  that  Sweet  Briar  is  going  on,  the  same  Sweet  Briar  you 
have  known,  even  though  you  are  no  longer  here,  and  it  needs  you  to 
help  it  go  on.

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Minutes  of  the  Annual  Alumnae 
Meeting 

June  4,  1928 

[HE  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Alumna? 
Association  was  held  on  June  4th  at  2  :30  p.  m.  in  Fletcher 
Auditorium.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Presi- 
dent.    The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  omitted. 

Miss  Banister  announced  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers that  morning  a  grand  total  for  the  Alumnae  Campaign  was  given 
as  $102,519  which  amount  did  not  include  some  $889  that  had  not 
been  audited.  This  represented  gifts  from  714  Alumna?.  It  was 
stated  that  the  firm  of  experts  that  had  charge  of  the  campaign 
estimated  that  $100,000  could  be  raised  from  725  Alumnae.  They 
have  gone  over  the  mark  both  with  regard  to  the  number  and  the 
amount  subscribed.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  parents  and  forty-three 
friends  have  also  given  through  the  Alumnae.  None  of  these  represent 
large  gifts.  It  is  impossible  to  give  a  report  according  to  cities  and 
areas  as  the  returns  still  come  in  daily.  Miss  Banister  stated  that 
she  desired  on  behalf  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and  Sweet  Briar  and 
herself  to  express  gratitude  for  the  work  of  the  City  Chairman,  the 
Area  Chairmen,  the  individual  workers  all  over  the  country,  and  the 
Field  Workers  who  have  perhaps  been  the  largest  factor  in  carrying 
on  the  success  of  the  Alumnae  Campaign.  It  is  felt  that  the  Campaign 
has  done  more  for  the  Alumnae  Association  than  anything  else  could 
have  done — showing  their  strength  and  weaknesses. 

Miss  Banister  spoke  of  the  Alumnae  and  the  Sweet  Briar  girls  having 
so  firmly  fixed  in  their  minds  that  Sweet  Briar  was  such  a  young 
college.  "As  far  as  the  academic  standing  is  concerned,  it  is  among 
the  first  and  leading  colleges  of  the  United  States1.  It  is  not  as  old  as 
the  colleges  in  the  north,  but  it  is  firmly  established  academically 
and  is  known  everywhere.  A  Sweet  Briar  degree  is  accepted  by  all 
universities  as  absolutely  its  face  value.  Though  still  rather  poor  we 
are  no  longer  in  as  bad  a  way  financially  as  before.    As  far  as  our  end 
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of  the  Campaign  is  concerned  we  found  throughout  the  country  the 
attitude  that  you  couldn't  expect  much  from  so  young  an  alumnse 
group.  The  success  of  this  Alumnae  Campaign  shows  that  we  have 
passed  the  stage  of  a  young  organization.  When  you  Alumnae  find 
the  wrong  attitude  hold  the  Campaign  up  as  an  example.  If  we  can 
get  across  the  right  ideas  then  we  can  take  our  place  as  a  grown  up 
organization,  in  a  well  established  and  well  known  college." 

Mr.  Fergus  Eeid,  Dr.  Carl  Crammer,  Mr.  Cumnock,  Mr.  Bryan  and 
Mr.  Cucullu  and  Mr.  Payne,  members  of  the  Board  of  Overseers, 
dropped  into  the  meeting  for  a  few  moments  and  congratulated  the 
Alumnae  on  their  work  of  the  year. 

Miss  Banister  stated  that  there  were  a  great  many  things  that  should 
have  been  done  this  year  but  had  not  been.  Apologies  were  due  but 
not  too  many  as  neither  the  president  of  the  Alumnae  Association  nor 
the  Alumnae  Secretary  as  a  field  director  should  have  travelled.  There 
has  been  no  time  for  the  betterment  of  the  details  of  the  association. 

In  regard  to  the  treasurer's  report.  Of  the  $18,000  in  the  treasury 
$1,000  of  it  is  from  life  memberships  for  this  year  and  is  not  cash 
ready  for  use.  It  is  to  be  kept  in  the  pool.  Of  the  $8,000  left  $280 
must  go  for  the  Man  son  Memorial  Scholarship  as  each  year  to  date  we 
have  been  behind  one  year  on  payment  and  this  year  we  are  able  to 
catch  up.  We  are  clear  of  debt  and  have  a  little  to  start  the  fall  with. 
This  is  not  a  bad  state  of  affairs  all  things  considered. 

The  Secretary  read  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Alumnae  Clubs. 

Miss  Banister  stated  that  the  constitution  of  the  association  was 
greatly  in  need  of  revision.  In  particular  the  constitution  should 
provide  for  the  formation  of  Local  Clubs  directly  co-ordinated  with  the 
National  Association.  Up  to  this  time  the  clubs  have  had  no  official 
connection  with  the  National  Organization.  It  has  been  just  a  general 
understanding.  Authority  was  asked  by  the  President  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  revise  the  constitution  according  to  our  present  needs. 
The  revision  shall  be  brought  before  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
association. 

Miss  Marianne  Martin  made  a  motion  that  the  President  appoint 
such  a  committee  and  submit  the  necessary  revision  to  the  next  annual 
meeting  for  ratification.    The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 
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Miss  Martin  also  made  a  motion  that  the  Alumna?  Association 
suggest  to  the  proper  college  authorities  that  a  college  building  in  the 
near  future  be  named  the  Mary  K.  Benedict  Hall.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Alumnae  Secretary  should  get  and  keep 
on  sale  pictures  and  photographs  of  the  college  so  that  the  Alumna? 
might  have  access  to  them  for  purchase. 

Mrs.  A.  B.  Hall  stated  that  it  had  been  suggested  that  we  make  a 
circuit  of  motion  picture  films  to  be  taken  from  one  town  or  city  to 
another  to  be  shown  at  Alumna?  Club  meetings.  The  New  York 
Club,  having  the  best  set,  could  start  the  circuit  and  the  receiving 
Clubs  pay  a  slight  sum  to  the  New  York  Club  for  the  use  of  the  reels. 
Miss  Fredericka  Bernhard,  President  of  the  New  York  Club,  can  be 
referred  to  concerning  this. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  Miss  Norris  for  the  election  of 
officers  for  1928-1930.
